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The history of Meiioo from the 
limos of the earliest civilizations 
through the days of the Aistec Km 
pire the Spanish possession and. tho 
later period of independence down to 
the present day was traced at lust 
night's meeting or the Historical 
Club at the home of X. 11. Godine 
Esq. when papers wore read by 
Warren ilurd and Lyman William, 
and a lengthy and interesting, dis 
cussion held. 

Ilurd dealt particularly with the 
Aztec Empire hut in introducing his 
subject traced the history of the 
country briefly from etono age times 
and told of the races and civiliza- 
tion which preceded th e Aztec. The 
events leading t 0 the final 3liprem 
acy of the Aztecs wore described and 
several outstanding colourful inci- 
dents of that time dealt with. The 
warlike finalities of the iiibc were 
brought out as their fiorce flHhtlii a 
in extend their empire was outlined. 
The speaker dealt with their rcligi- 
ous beliefs and their custom of mak- 
iik human sacrifices to the god of 
war. 

The skill of the Aztec* as cru tin- 
men ami as engineers was consid- 
erable and Hurd told of the magni- 
ficence of the city of Mexico in Ihe 
days of .Montezuma the second a po- 
tentate several of whose personal 
idlosyneracles were described in an 
interesting maimer. 

It was in the time of this Monte- 
zuiwi thbt the romantic and daring 
conquest of the empire was made by 
(Viriez with his handful of Spani- 
ards aided by natives hostile to tho 
Aztecs. AI this point Williams 
look up the story nnd outlined the 
conditions or Ihe country under 
Spanish rule. Tho policy of Spain 
was to hinder all Induslry in .Mexico 
so that Spain could send all mater- 
ials- to the colony and receive in re- 
turn the Immense wealth In precious 
metals, which wan transported to 
Europe In the convoys of galleons. 
Th e political administration wa a des- 
cribed and the work of the church 
In Mexico outlined. 

After the two revolutions at the 
begin Ing of the nineteenth century 
by which indnpendence was gained 
the history of Mexico continued to 
be one of continual civil war and 
continual .change In govern niimlu! 
authorities until the time or tho 
great Plnz who brought 'he country 
peace during his seven terms as pre- 
sllenl and raised the prestifte of Iho 
Country In the oye* of Ihe world. In 
conclusion Williams dealt with very 
recent events In the republic south 
of the (tin Grande.

His letter lo this 
effect, addressed to the I 'resilient of 
the Students' Council, follows: — 



Dr. du Nouy' I» in Montreal to 
nddrcss the Alliance française. The 
news that he had consented to address 
a gathering at the University was 
only received yesterday. The colla- 
borator of Dr. Alexis Carrel, Dr. Du 
Nouy's discovorios have created 
sensations in the scientific world, 
It wag he who was the first to 
measure the three sides of l.nc mole 
ctila. 

A man of .only forty, Dr. duNouy 
has created a remarkable naujc tor 
himself. He was born at Paris in 
1S83 of a long Une of artists and 
writers as far back as . Corneille. He 
studied in Paris jtaking his' degree 
In 1900 and then followed the courses 
taken at the Sorbonnc by Ferrln, 
Lippman, Currie and Tppel. 

When the war came, he left for the 
front. In 1315 he met Dr. Can-el w,ho 
took him to work in his laboratory 
at the front. At the end of several 
months, he discovered the laws of 
the healing or wounds on their sur 
face, a problem which ,has been 
studied for many years. His solution 
demonstrated the superiority of the 
Carrel method of treating wounds, 
which was generally adopted before 
the end of the war. H| s thesis sub- 
mitted to the Sorbonne for his 
doctor's degree was on this subject. 

After t.he war. Dr. DuXouy was in- 
vited to the rtockerfellcr Institute 
whore special laboratories were built 
for him. His principal work since 
then has been carried on Tvith ultra- 
violet raj's, the fat series, viscosity, 
immunity, and above all on surface 
tension. With the construction of 
original apparatus and the use or 
new technique, lié has discovered a 
hcrles Important phenomena con- 
cerning the surrace equlllbrum or 
colloids, thus beginning now lines in 
his field of research. He nna able to 
measure for the. rirst lime, the three 
dimensions of a molecule and to 
established a purely physical test in 
mmunity. In lOLM, he represented 
the Hockerfcllcr Institute at the 
Pasteur exposition of Hvsleno 
Strasbourg, where he received 
grand prizo for his scientific 
searohes.

MR. McNUTT 
ON INSURANCE 
INVESTMENTS 

Speaker Addressed Com- 
mercial Society Meeting

Mr. McNutt Illustrated Lect- 
ure By Charts Of 
Investments 

What proved — e8 a Terjl . 
stimulating address was given by 
E. A iMcN'utt to a meet.ng of 
tho Commercial Society last night 
in the Union Grill Room. Mr. Mc- 
Nutt iE in tho investment depart- 
ment of tiie Sun Life Insurance Com- 
pany and it was on the subject of 
investment that tho speaker directed 
hig remarie». Mr. McNutt opened 
his address by drawing the attention 
of the audience to the importance 
of the insurance company in the bus- 
iness world. The functions of tho 
bank and those of an Insurance 
company differed widely, continued 
th e speaker. A bank supplie* tem- 
porary capital, for ue* in an invest- 
ment in which the money is soon 
realized. The Insurance companies 
place their money in permanent in- 
vestments such as securities bonds 
and mortgagos. 

Mr. McNutt then pointed oui the 
fact that the business transacted by 
insurance companies was Increasi- 
ng by leaps and bounds. Ho quoted 
the following figures to illustrate 
this point. In 1D02 the assets of all 
American Insurance companies total- 
led two billions. Twenty year 3 later 
In 1(122, they amounted to eight and 
one half billions. In 1923 they am- 
ounted to nine btlllon s and last year 
llicy totalled over ten billions. 
Since 1002, the assets of the Insur- 
ance companies have more than 
quadrupled. 

The laws binding the investments 
of Insurance companies arc very 
strict in tho United Stales, continu- 
ed tho speaker By The New York 
Ktate Laws, no Insurance company 
can invest in stock of any kind. This 
provotus any oiio getting Ihe control- 
ling I nl crest in n concern. The re- 
verse in true In the United King- 
dom, where there are no laws res- 
tricting the purchase of stock. 

lu Canada, while iih insurance coin- 
. my may buy stocks of any manu- 
û-.cturlng concern, it must according 
lo law purchase a specified sum of 
government securities. U is Intor- 
esllng lo note that tho insurance 
companies of the Dominion have 
greatly exceeded tho required quota 
In this respect. During the war. the 
Knglish Insurance companies did a 
great deal in aiding tho government 
by purchasing government stock nl- 
liiosl lo the exclusion of all others. 
The crisis over, these companies are 
now gradually unloading thin H tock. 
' The speaker Illuminated his address 
by showing several diugraing of the 
imounl of thei different Investments 
In I lie various securltlos. A notice- 
able feature of these diagrams was 
that Western insurance companies 
both in the United Stales and Cana- 
da Invested In mortgages while the

JNDUSTRY 

Theory Must Be Adapted To 
Suit Fact 

MR. KLÏTERING 

Universities Should leach 
Students Their Relation- 
ship To Community 



"All question may be considered 
as different ret-.tlon or mass and en- 
ergy.. said Mr. Kettering, director 
of research for General Motors, spea 
king at an open meeting of the Sig 
ma XI. Society yesterday. The meet 
ing was held In the Union ball room 
and wg.s well attended by both Pro- 
fessors and s'- dents. 

Mr. K«thering began toy placinfl 
all knowledge In two classes- the 
one concerned with people and the 
other with the materials abou; u 
that is those materials of which the 
earchs crust is composed. Industry 
take? these raw materials and turns 
them to the iispf of the community. 
Th© scientist is concerned with these 
materials and that industry mistrusts 
him is largely due to the fact that 
Science sees tavtbeft than" — Induutry 
Research. stated the speaker, falls 
under three heads. The first is re. 
search 'concerned w/l-ih imnnMlKite 
profit. The Svcon.-l Is research with 
an eye to definite future use. '.t'hi 
third consists of the "iong shots" 
made for the purpose of increasing 
genera] knowledge. All research 
however should be subject to the de. 
mands of Industry when useful re- 
sults are obtained. Connection must 
bo established between Industry and 
research In ord.T thai industry may 
support research. 

The spoaker mentioned the old 
Idea that science should bo studied 
on a wholly disinterested basis, that 
ia that scientists should conduot re. 
search only for the sake of know- 
ie-dge and with no thought of th* 
praclteal or technical application of 
their results. Regardless of ibis idea. 
Mr. Ketterlns stated his belief that 
science should 3e:-ve and that it. jus. 
lifies itself on the basis that human 
Ity is better because of it. 

Industries st.ntcj Mr. Kettering, 
want immediate losults whereas lit. 
tie can be expected in actual profits 
from the laboratories for a lonç pe- 
riod following Installation. 'UsualEy 
the right thing is the las', to be done. 
Much labour may be expended he. 
fore a desirable result is obtained. 
"Do the wrong things then as soon 
as possible," said Mr. Kettering, "and 
Bet them over witCi." Though many 
inventions are the results of meire 
stumbling yet it Is the experimenter 
who Is doinR the stumbling. Much 
fine calculation, on the other hand, 
may be in error due to the very in- 
voved nature of most industul prob. 
lems. 

The speaker (hen went on lo do 
fine the relation between fact and 
theory and stressed l'Iiè importance 
or adopting theo-y to fit fact rather 
than fwlstuing fact to suit theory. A 
problem fust be taken tor what It is 
if progress 's to be made toward tho 
solution.. Industry has a tendency to 
term scientific Ideas, highs brow and 
ns such impractical. The speaker il 
luatraltcd vary definitely how »vwi 
very advance", scientific research is 
oftoii of imamat atactica! value sui 
mit tins Pa - un example an instance 
whore grain structure of an alloy of 
tungsten wis involved in get t lug .'-u 
suitable material tor cloc.trIc.il con- 
tact points. .V similar attitude exiii.

Many Students Hear China's 
Delegate To League Uf 
Nations 

"A Xe.w China, is undoubtedly In the 
making." was the opinion expressed 
by Mr. T. '/.. Koo In an address to a 
number of students yesterday In 
Strathcona. Hall, at five o'clock. His 
subject was "The New China." 

Mr. Koo, who has previously visit- 
od this city and is- returning from tiha 
Conference of the League of Nations 
which was held recently at Geneva. 
Mr. Koo has been representing China 
at. this Conference and he is just 
.-mopping off for a fow days in Mon- 
treal on his way to China. 

In his address yesterday the eminent 
Chinese scholar, who wa s himself edu- 
cated in his native land declared that 
a 'New China" was actually apparent 
in that country. 

To cive an *xample of th» t^sga 
that bus come over the whole att'.t «.ae 
of the country recently, he quoted 
short passages from two official 
Chinese documents, one written to 
Kngland in 1793 and the other publish- 
ed about 1916. In the first the Emperor 
of China doclarod that that country 
had no interest in trade with England, 
and tha.t they would much perfer to 
have no commercial intercourse with 
the Britsh Empire whatsoever. While 
the second document a statement 
published by leaders in the Kenais- 
sance movement In China, state, "In 
the pursuit of truth we recosnise no 
boundry of race. If wo can get any- 
thing of value from the Western 
peoples, we will do our beat to seek 
it." 

-— Mc .Koo remarked -how clearly these 
two documents showed the recent 
chang eof attitude that has taken 
place in China towards other countries. 

He then went on to speak of the 
reasons why a rtepiiblic in China litis 
taken tho place of the okl monarchy, 
tolling how the country' finally realiz- 
ed that a Republic was necessary if 
it was to take its place among the 
world's power's and describing how 
the reforms formed themsaives into 
two parties one desiring gradual re- 
form, and the other immediately and 
more drcstic measures. The result was 
that the monarchy was overthrown 
and a Republic set up. 

Mr. Koo then gave a brief account 
of the history of the Chinese. Republic 
since its establishment in 1911, trac 
ing tho history of the two different 
political parties until they divided up 
the country as it Is to-day . 

With the aid of a large map of China " 
the speaker showed the four provinces 
that Chinese territory is divided into 
at the present time— Chili. Mukda 
Canton and several small independent 
states. 

Mr. Koo ihen went on to mention 
the present efforts that arc being 
made to inttate a "New China". He 
said that thoso intcresied l n the 
country were endeavouring to form a 
"United States- of China". To do this 
both tho children and the older people 
have to be educated, and this is the 
problem at present facing workers in 
China. 

Many Chinese students are beinjt 
sent to Western countries to bo cdu- " 
calcd and then are returning home ti 
teach their new Ideas io their country, 
men. Whtlu t„ China itself large 
systems of schools are being establlah- 
cd, and arrangements for the educat- 
ion of older people have already been 
successfully commenced . 

1'he speaker deu'ared thai all edu- 
cated men In China now realize that 
Christian work Is the only kind that 
will achieve any real results in thot 
country, lie said that nearly all the 
leading- men in China are now Christ- 
ians, and that it l M hoped that somo 
day it may be an entirely Christian 
country. 

' All wo need in China now arc build- 
ers with a consecrated will", said Mr. 
Koo. "If we can gf.i these workers il 
will not take long to build a. "New 
China" i n the place or the old" 

.Mr. Koo speaks twice again befort 
leaving the city, once at the Union and 
once at tSratlicona Hall. Ills lecture 
yesterday atltracted a large attendance 
to Strathcona Hall.

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ORGANIZATION 



'Good laws do well, good men do better."' Thus did William 
Penn express his simple and wise philosophy of life. He thus stated 
his belief in man's ability to look after himself, his faith in in- 
dividual initiative and in mankind. Many to-day distrust man, they 
f arc afraid to let him choose what may be right or wrong. They hope 
by legislation to build a moral world. They forget that no man 
should be considered good because he is not allowed to do evil, be- 
cause he is told what he shall ea|t and drink, how he shall think and 
live. 

It is a strange paradox in human affairs that if anything is to 
live it must be organized, yet organization kills it. Man organizes, 
that is he groups materials, with a view to their manipulation. This 
course of action leads to his greatest achievement and is the cause 
of all his failures.' It does seem that organization provides the only 
means of governing the world, but man usually applies (the method 
on the ruinous assuption that it is an end, not a means. We must 
-remember that the value of organization /varies exceedingly with 
different kinds of material. Man must be fed, clothed and protect- 
ed, and for the satisfaction of these material wants organization is 
necessary. But when we apply these methods .to religion, education, 
/'conduct, art and all nôn-m'a«erial wants, desires anrj energies, ,they 
become sterile and hollow. We must learn not how much but how 
little systematization we can force on spiritual and intellectual 
activities. 

Our educational system, as evidenced in the colleges, is sur- 
feited with clubs, time tables, boards sundry and descriptive, 
councils, lectures and a great top-heavy structure called organization. 
Socrates steadfastly refused to make a- system of his immense 
spiritual and mental activities. He founded no school. 

It would seem that the breadth of organization has increased 
with the number of courses and subjects, while depth of knowledge 
is dwindling. More time' and energy is lavished on (the organization 
than on the teaching itself. Functions here, speeches there, activities 
to the right and left are all-impoitant . Where, may we ask, is ,therc 
room for an independent individual? 

An article in a recent mazaginc contained this sentence: 
"Organization has been so perfected in the United Slates that the 
applause at university matches is uttered in rhythmic clamour or- 
;hestrated by specially bedenzined fugelmch." The writer forgot to 
mention Canada. His statement merits thought when we read . of 
such things as football professors and college dancing classes. We 
cannot fashion educated people from one pattern as the army 
fashions its one type of soldier. It is the business of military drill to 
do away with personality, whereas the business of education is to 
'ftrengthen it. The aim of organization must be to render itself un- 
necessary . The college must find out how to produce great per- 
sonalities not great majorities. An educational system can con- 
tribute to the progress of society only in so fat as it develops an 
aristocracy of worth and ability.

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Dartmouth 
Men Ask

Strong prospects that Dartmouth 
will Include lacrosse u» one of Its of- 
ficial HPorts next year is seen in the 
announcement made yesterday that 
as a result of the agitation ot the 
last few weeks Hie game will be In- 
stituted as a recreational activity af- 
ter .March Saccoirding to the "Dart- 
mouth". 

Influenced by the signatures of 
more than 100 men on the petition 
affirming Interest In the sport and 
pledging participation, the Recrea- 
tional Council has decided to give 
the game a trial as one of the actl 
vltlc. under its control. Many of the 
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signers of this petition were members 
of the various other athlotlc teams 
of the college.

"There is a growing and insistent 
complaint that our system ot law en- 
forcement is breaking down and that 
there Is tin increasing lack of respect 
Tor law," declared Justice Stone of the 
Supreme Court, former Attorney-Gen- 
eral, in a statement issued lo the 
Daily I'flncctonliin. 

"The vigor and fidelity of public of- 
ficials and the temper and psychology 
nf the people are elements ot the first. 
Importance lu all problems of law en- 
forcement. Uut upon them the wholo 
responsibility for its success does not 
rest. 

"In the field of legislation, of ad- 
m-nlstrativc laws |u the process of 
law enforcement, there arc Involved 
problems which go to the root of the 
effective administration of our legal 
system.. Perfection In our law iIooh 
not necessarily mean Its successful 
administration. Tho wisest law Is not 
self-executing and our Institutions for 
ie«iil training will not have fulfilled 
their mission until they have blazed a 
tra.ll into the thickets and across the 
quagmires which He between the law 
of the Inw books and tho field of its 
actual operation in the control of hu 
man action. 

"We make a prodlg'ous number of 
laws. In enacting them we disregard 
the principles or draftmtinship and 
leave in uncertainty their trim mean- 
ing and effect. More and more wo 
take over into t he field of positive la.w 
that sphere of human notion wh'ch 
has been hitherto untrammelled by le- 
gal restrictions, ' without thought of 
the extent to which a wise policy may 
leave some phases of human activity 
lo the control of moral sanctions or 
to the restraints of :Uio community 
sense of what Is right conduct. 

"We disregard the principle that 
there is a point beyond which tho re 
straint of positive la.w cannot be. car 
ried without placing too great a strain 
on the machinery and the agencies of 
law enforcement. We leave out of ac- 
count the true relationship of the law 
to bo enforced to the machinery for 
enforcing it. We build -up our admin- 
istrative machinery with ever In- 
creasing powers and authority in ad- 
ministrative officers at the expense of 
the individual liberty and freedom ot 
the citizen. 

"To preserve In our system the 
principles of Individual liberty and to 
nccommodate to them the. require- 
ments of an efficient administrative 
system, to ascertain the principles 
which govern the relationship of posi- 
tive law to the machinery and pro- 
cesses ot law enforcement, are pro- 
blems which cannot be solved wholly 
In the field of politics and of govern 
ment. To their solution, schools of 
lav: and of political science have con- 
tributions to make. There must be 
brought to bear upon them the same 
thorough-going research, the same an- 
alysis carried forward in the same, 
spirit of science and scholarship as 
have • hitherto . been devoted to the 
study of the problems of common law. 

"These fields of study and Investi- 
gation, these opportunities for high 
public service, insistently call for the 
employment of that capacity for re 
search and analysis which has been 
developed by the methods of study 
and Instruction In the American law 
school. They urge upon us the im 
provemcnt of the unrivalled opportu- 
nity of this and oilier schools to in- 
crease and disseminate knowledge in 
qur profession and with the public! at 
large of the sound- principles which 
must govern and make effective law 
administration as well «s tho princi- 
ples of the la.w itself. 

"But with nil our high hopns for the 
future, and with all our confidence in 
what the future may bring, let us no', 
forget the lessons of the past. 

"Law Is neither formal logic nor tho 
embodiment of Inexecrable scientific 
laws. It is a human institution, cre- 
ated by human agents lo serve hu- 
man ends. The attainment of Its ul- 
timate end and its successful adminis- 
tration, whether In the field of Consti- 
tutional Law or ot private law, must 
depend in large measure upon the 
sympathetic popular understanding of 
its essential aims and of the more 
fundamental notions which underlie 
it. Is It loo much 10 expect that with 
so much of our achievement to our 
credit we may include In our aspira- 
tions the hope that In the university 
and the law school something may be 
dono to .humanize law and lawyers, 
something accomplished to clothe the 
bare skeleton of legalism with the 
grace and dignity and beauty which 
an; rightly attributes of the most sa- 
cred aspiration of mankind, the as- 
piration for the realization of justlc.; 
on earth? , 

"Let us remember, too, that the aim 
of all law is utilitarian and only by an 
enlightened and progiosslvn utilitar- 
ianism can our school reach Its high- 
est usefulness. Let us bitch our wagon 
to a star, hut lot us remember that it 
w'll function as a wagon only by per- 
mitting Its wheels to roll on the solid 
struotttre of mother earth. Th'a doo> 
not minimize science. II. does not

"Applications tor these scholar- 
ships should be made In writing lo 
the Dean .of the Faculty of Arts on 
or before April 1st. 10^3. No rigid 
form of application Is necessary. 
Candidates however, should address 
an informal application to the Dean 
stating where they presently Intend 
io study, what subjects of s'udy they 
propose to follow, and as near as 
they can with what object or ambi- 
lon In mind. Two references to well- 
known citizens, not In the Univer- 
sity, may also be named. The con- 
ditions of thetfe scholarships are as 
follows: — 

These two «eholarshlps shall bo 
tenable for one year and shall be of 
the value of Fifteen Hundred Dollars 
each . 

Each holder shall devote the per- 
iod or his tenure of the scholarships 
to advanced studies, preferably tit 
British or other European univer- 
sities, but not however to the ex- 
clusion of other institutions which 
have the approval of the Faculty of 
Arts In McC.lll University, and tho 
nature of the H t u <l |c s to be followed 
and the place at which they are to 
be prosecuted are to be stated in the 
application for the scolarshlp. 

These sholarships shall be award- 
ed to graduates of the Faculty of 
Arts In McGIll University subject to 
the provisions hereinafter contained 
"One of such two annual Moyse 
Travelling Schatarshipjs shall be 
awarded for distinction in what may 
bo termed Mternry Subjects, and the 
other for distinction In what may be 
termed Subjects In Pure and Applied 
Science, it being understood however 
that if a deserving applicant in one 
ot the above divisions is not forth- 
coming, both scholarships may be 
awarded to applicants who belong to 
the other. 

"Deserving applicants who. intend 
to devote, or who shall have devoted 
themselves to academic work either 
as instructors or a s chiefly or whol- 
ly engaged in research shall when 
possible be preferred to others: the 
term 'academic' may bo held to in- 
clude 'scholastic' insofar as tho
